The WiJard House, Littlestown, is again 


in trouble. Monday Sheriff Thompson 
levied on the personal property in posses- 
sion of Hugh *C. Hinkle, the proprietor 
and served a writ of ejectment on Hinkle. 
Hinkle came into possession of the Wil- 
lard about a year ago when the license 
was transferred to him by his father-in- 
law, Jno. W. Mayers. Mayers was at that 
time under indictment charged with viola- 
tions of the liquor laws. The property is 
owned by Mrs. J. W. Mayers, the mother 
of Hinkle. In the writ filed by J. Donald 
Swope, attorney for Mrs. Mayers, it is set 
forth that following the transfer of the li- 
cense to Hinklec he leased the property to 
him for an annual rental of $1200, payable 
in installuieats of S100.

should be mailed not later than the 18th, 
and those for nearbv towns and cities, such 
as Philadelphia, New York, Baltimore, 
Pittsburgh, Washington, should be mailed 
not latex- than Dec. 20th. This office has 
notice from the Post Office Department 
that the voluoie of mail has increased to 
such an extent to embarass the Depart- 
ment 
I therefore urge the patrons of the 


New Oxford P. O. to do their Christmas 
mailing early. You can mark your parcels 
"Not to be opened until Christmas." Be 
sure and mail early, wrap securely, address 
plainly, your own name on left-hand cor- 
ner of the parcel. 
Don't pack fruits, 


meats or anything perishable in paper or 
pasteboard use light wooden boxes. I 
would urge all first-class and third-class 
mail of any value to be registered and par- 
cel post to be insured. The revised rates 
for insuring parcel post arc so very small 
that you should take advantage of it. 
Parcels to the value of $5 00 can be insur- 
ed against loss or breakage, for 3 cents; 
Parcels to the value of 825.00, for 5 cents; 
To the value of $50.00, for 10 cents, and 
to value of §100.00, 25 cents. Parcels 
weighing 50 pounds or less can be mailed 
anywhere within a radius of 150 miles at 
the rate of 5 cents for the first pound and 


cent for each additional pound. The 


maximum weight limit for all other zones 
is 20 pounds.

Jennings, Okla.—Not for Al Jen- 


nings of "Beating Back" fame, but for 
Joe Jennings, an early day character 
in this section of the Southwest, cow- 
boy, 
horse trader and general rousta- 


bout, was the town of Jennings named, 
according to Col. George McElroy, the 
last of the cowmen still in the business 
in this part of Oklahoma. 
•* 


The original townsite of forty acres 


was given by Joe Jennings upon re- 
ceiving a promise that the town would 
be given his name, McElroy says. 


The Pawnee Indian country, includ- 


ing the old Oklahoma triangle, in the 
center of which is Jennings, was 
opened to settlement along with the 
old Cherokee strip in September, 1893, 
just twenty-two years ago. A number 
of the towns within the strip have just 
been celebrating the event of their 
twenty-second birthday with appropri- 
ate ceremonies. 


The strip extended westward from 


the western boundary of the Cherokee 
nation, about thirty miles east of Jen- 
nings, to the Colorado and New Mexico 
border, including at one time, it ds 
said, the famous No Man's Land, which 
is now divided into the counties of 
Cimarron, Texas, and Beaver. 


Chose Daughter for Race. 


The story of how Jennings was 


homesteaded and named is interesting, 
therefore, at this time, when the twen- 
ty-second birthday of the town has 
just been observed. 


Joe Jennings had been a resident of 


this part of the Indian country for 
some time, according to Colonel Mc- 
Elroy, and had raised a family here,

John Benham went to the nearest 
village and had the druggist make 
some pellets of glue, flour, paste and 
opium a trifle larger than buckshot.

As soon as the hardened mixture so 
heavily loaded with opium entered the 
deer*s body it had begun to dissolve, 
and soon the animal was overcome by 
sleep. 


Benham said the deer had run in a 
circle and was only a few rods from 
his camp when it dropped asleep. 


It was carried to camp and boxed for 
shipment, the antlers and hoofs being 
tied to the sides and bottom of the 
crate. 
When the buck awoke it was 
well on its way to the private park.

The bullet covered with hard nickel 
now in use makes the surgeon’s task 
very simple, as a rule. Formerly, 
when large bullets of soft lead were 
used, tho soldier’s lot was not a very 
happy one. 
These often broke up in­ 
side the body, shattered bones, and 
frequently remained embedded in the 
muscles, bones and other parts. 


The result w’as slow-healing, fester­ 
ing wounds which kept the soldier ill 
for a long time. 
The modern long 
slender bullet generally passes through 
tho body without doing any vital in­ 
jury. Even when it goes through the 
intestine, the stomach, the kidney, 
etc., tho wfound closes up without any 
very serious 
after-consequences. A 
good deal, however, depends on cir­ 
cumstances. 
If the soldier’s stomach 
is empty—as it generally is in a bat­ 
tle—so much the .better for him when 
ho gets a bullet through it. 


When he Is tired and half starving, 
however, the shock is very great, and 
he may bccomo utterly helpless from a 
slight wound. A curious fact, difficult 
to explain, is that a bullet fired at a 
range of 300 to 600 yards has more 
penetrating power than one fired at a 
range under or over that distance. 
In tho former case it passes through 
the bone without doing very much 
damage; in the latter it shatters the 
bono and makes recovery slow. 
A 
ricocheting bullet causes a very bad 
wound as a rule. Small as it is, if a 
bullet strikes a large bone, like the 
hip, if gives a blow like that^of a 
crowbar. 


We are hearing a great deal about 
dum-dum bullets in this, as in all wars, 
both parties making charges against 
one another. 
The probability is that 
neither side is using them. The bullet 
now in use consists of a core of lead 
covered with a hard nickel case.

Forty Billion Dollars Has Been Spent 
for This Purpose in Twenty- 
Five Years. 


There is no escaping taxation abroad. 
It is driven right into the vitals of the 
people, rich and poor alike. Like death, 
it has to bo. In the last 25 years the 
six great military nations, -England, 
France, Germany, Austria, Italy and 
Russia, have spent about forty billion 
dollars to get ready to fight one anoth­ 
er. 
None of them has had a single 
war with any of its neighbors during 
that time. 


Just stop and think what $40,000,- 
000,000 means, writes Albert W. At­ 
wood in the Saturday Evening Post 
The farms of the United States are 
worth only $40,000,000,000. 
The total 
wealth of England is only about $60,- 
000,000,000. 
Forty billions is approxi­ 
mately three times all the mone^r la 
the world. Yet every dollar has been 
spent merely getting ready for a war 
that good people really thought would 
never come. It did come more swiftly, 
suddenly and murderously than the 
wildest jingo had conceived possible, 
and it is going to cost something, too. 


Now, you can’t raise $40,000,000,000 
without going after it hard. A great 
statesman, describing the tax collec­ 
tors of Europe to the French chamber 
of deputies, said: 
"They have been 
obliged to resort to an intolerable es­ 
pionage and a degrading system of 
informers. 
They question caterers, 
neighbors, servants, children; 
they 
keep account of dinners that are 
given and the cigars that are offered 
to guests/* 


There is no limit to the financial re­ 
sources of a European power, because 
there is no form of wealth that is left 
intact. It may be only a little annoy­ 
ing and mostly amusing to the Amer­ 
ican tourist to have a quarter of a** 
cent added to his hotel bill to help out 
the government in whose boundaries 
he happens to be. But there is nothing 
funny about the burden of militarism 
to the very rich continental who in 
some cases pays more than a fifth of 
his income to the government. 


If you had to live on an income ot 
$100 a year you would hardly care to 
pay taxes, and yet in Saxony, for ex­ 
ample, an income of more than 400 
marks is taxed. 


True, the income tax is only one 
mark—23.8 cents—until your income

Ico-Medico-Anatomicus“ of Marcellus 
Maepighius, published in 1687, and 
Thomas Guidott*s “On ye Bathe/* a 


As for a French officer’s suggestion 
of moving shields, an American ha.« 
already invented one and has written 
about it to the heads of the belliger­ 
ent governments. He offers to demon 
stratc the efficiency of his device. 


The “bullet deflector/* as he calls 
it, is made of two sheets of steel Six- 
feet wide, eight to ten feet high and 
one-quarter-inch thick. 
The sheets 
are jointed at an acute angle, so as 
to make a triangular shield, the base 
of which is open. 
The device, which 
weighs 1,200 pounds, is mounted on 
wheels and can be trundled along by 
the ten men it can shelter. At a suit­ 
able height are holes through which 
rifles can be aimed. 
It has compart­ 
ments for water and food, and a top 
to protect its occupants from sun and 
rain and shrapnel. 


It can be used, he thinks, to great 
advantage in infantry advances when 
the supporting artillery has cleared 
the way, as the attackers would be 
safe from rifle fire until they got close 
enough to charge with the bayonet if 
they desired. 
He says that a bullet 
striking one of the faces of the bar­ 
bette would glance off harmlessly, and 
that *it would be impervious to ma­ 
chine-gun fire. 


For defense he thinks a cavalry 
charge or a bayonet charge would 
beat itself to pieces against a wall of 
steel. 
Folding shelves could be put 
into it, and they would make bunks 
for the crew. On the march it could 
be drawn by cavalry horses.

would be relatively small.

equipped with the deflector/* he says, 
of more service to his country and 
his cause than 50 not so protected, for 
the simple reason that he can operate 
all "the time during a* long campaign 
in a hundred battles while the 50 are 
dead in the trenches.

its use in battle, all of which I can 
easily answer. Its advantage over the 
stationary defenses, such as sandbags 
and barricades, would be many.

Heavy Wood Best Fuel. 


Equal weights of dry, nonresinous 
wood are said to have practically th£ 
same heat regardless of species, and 
as a consequence it can be stated as 
a general proposition that the heav­ 
ier the wood the more heat to the 
cord. 
Weight for weight, however, 
there is very little difference between 
various species; the average heat for 
all that have been calculated is 4,600 
calories, or heat units, per kilogram. 
A kilogram of resin will develop 9,400 
heat units, or about twice the average 
for wood. As a consequence, resinous 
woods have a greater heat value per 
pound than nonresinous woods, and 
this increased value varies, of course, 
with the resin content.

The strip extended westward from 
the western boundary of the Cherokee 
nation, about thirty miles east of Jen­ 
nings, to the Colorado and New Mexico 
border, including at one time, it Js 
said, the famous No Man’s Land, which 
is now divided into the counties of 
Cimarron, Texas, and Beaver.

SUMMER TRAINING 


GAMPS FAVORED 


College Heads Urge Students 


to Attend Them. 


INTEREST RAPIDLY GROWING 


Advisory 
Committee 
of 
University 


Presidents 
Urges 
Continuation

Work on Broader Lines to Increase 
the 
Student 
Enrollment—Expects 


More Camps Next Year. 


New York.—The advisory committee 


of university presidents formed to as- 
sist iu the work of building up u iia- 
tional reserve corps among college stu- 
dents adopted a report recommending 
that the heads of. all colleges of the 
country encourage the students to join 
the summer military training camps 
established by the government for the 
purpose of strengthening the campaign 
for national preparedness. The com- 
mittee, besides passing the resolution 
at a recent meeting here, also indorsed 
the work that has been done at the 
military camps and laid special em- 
phasis on the educational value of the 
training. 


John G. Hibben, president of Prince- 


ton university, was chairman at the 
meeting. Two additional members were

elected to the committee, Harry A. 
Garfleld, president of Williams college, 
and A. C. Humphreys, president of 
Stevens institute. Among those pres- 
ent were President Henry S. Drinker 
of Lehigh, President H. A. Garfleld of 
Williams, Chancellor J. H. Kirkland of 
Vanderbilt university and Brigadier 
General E. W. Nichols, superintendent 
of the 
Virginia Military institute. 


Major General Leonard Wood, repre- 
senting the government, was also there 
to hear the opinions of the committee 
and make recommendations to Wash- 
ington accordingly. 


Others who are members of the com- 


mittee but were unable to attend the 
meeting are Presidents A. Lawrence 
Lowell of Harvard. Arthur T. Hadley 
of Yale, H. B. Hutchins of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, George H. Denuy of 
the University of Alabama. Benjamin 
Ido Wheeler of the University of Cali- 
fornia, J. G. Sehurmau of Cornell and 
Edmund J. James of the University of 
Illinois and Dr. John II. Finley. com- 
missioner ol' education of New York. 


The members of the committee dis- 


cussed informally the benefits which 
have accrued from the government's 
military camps and urged the continua- 
tion of the work on broader lines to in- 
crease the student enrollment. As a 
result it is expected that the govern- 
nip* t will establish more of these train- 
ill., camps next year for students and 
business men. 


The committee was formed three 


years ago at tbs suggestion of Major 
General "Wood, who asked the heads of 
various institutions to aid in the devel- 
opment of tue summer training camps 
of college students. 


The first camps were established in 


the summer of 1013 at Gettysburg and 
at the Presidio. The course of instruc- 
tion lasted Dvc weeks. There were oOO 
students in attendance. In 1914 camps 
were established at Burlington. Vt.: 
Asheville, X, C-. and Ludington. Mich. 
The number of students attending: 
jumped tt> 700. This year more than 
1,000 were enrolled, and an additional 
camp was opened at Plattslmrp. 


"We regard this movement as in no 


way militaristic-," said a member of 
the committee. "Its object is to train 
the students of our colleges and there- 
fore serve a useful purpose to the 
country. The education which the stu- 
dents receive under officers of the army 
is of the greatest value to them and to 
the nation, and we feel that the sum- 
mer camps are agencies for good which 
tha universities should do their utmost 
to encourage."

When Wanted. 


The famous clock of the late John 


Muir, the noted naturalist and ex- 
plorer, which not only woke him up 
in the morning, but dumped him out 
of bed; which delivered his books to 
him in regular sequence -when he was 
studying and which lighted his fire in 
the morning, has Just been presented 
to the Wisconsin State Historical so- 
ciety's museum at Madison by the 
Wisconsin 
Alumni Association of 


Northern California. 
The Milwaukee 


Journal gives the following account, 
with, illustration, of tbat extraordinary 
clock: 


The clock was used by Muir during 


his school days at Wisconsin univer- 
sity in the early, sixties. Because of his 
desire to work, he kept late hours and 
found it hard to get up. First he tried 
tying a string to his toe and having 
the janitor pull ft at 
5 a. m. This 


worked until some of the students 
nearly pulled him out of bed. 
Then 


he built a clock which would do the 
work. 


He built a bed of pine boards with 


three legs, two at the head and one 
at the foot. The leg at the foot was 
in two sections and operated on an el- 
bow. This elbow was held by a peg 
so that if the peg was released the 
bed would drop to an angle of 45 de- 
grees. A strong cord, fastened to the 
peg, led to the clock; on the end of 
the cord near the clock was a large 
stone.

Material for Briquettes. 


Peat and chalk are being extensive* 


ly used, it is reported, for briquetting 
in Canada. The peat is mixed with 
coal freeze and then pressed into 
briquettes.

Zeppelin Bombs. 


There are many different kinds ot 


bombs dropped from Zeppelins and 
aircraft. 
They are divided into two 


main classes—explosive and incen- 
diary bombs. The explosive ones are 
divided again into those dropped with 
no initial velocity, and those propelled 
with hign initial velocity in somewhat 
the same way as a bullet is propelled 
from a gun. The first kind of explo- 
sive bomb is more used than the sec- 
ond, 
and explodes upon hitting the 


ground. In an article on the "Zeppe- 
lin Question," by Mr. Prade, published 
in translation in the Scientific Ameri- 
can for April 3, 1915, it is stated that 
nowhere have bombs been 
found 


weighing more than 49 kilos (108 
pounds). "This was tlie weight," says 
Mr. Prade, "of the bomb found intact 
at Yarmouth. . . . Large naval di- 
rigibles which appeared over the Eng- 
lish coas*- certainly h.id not 1.000 kilos 
(2,20-i pounds) of explosives on board, 
wuich is proved by the fact tbat they 
did not throw that number, as they 
would hardly have returned with any 
unthrown." 
From this Mr. Prade 


proves that the bombs do not weigh 
more than 50 kilos at most, and that 
each Zeppelin carried at the most 20 
bombs.

Major General Leonard Wood, repre­ 
senting the government, was also there 
to hear the opinions of the committee 
and make recommendations to Wash­ 
ington accordingly. 


Others who are members of the com­ 
mittee but were unable to attend the 
meeting are Presidents A. Lawrence 
Lowell of Harvard, Arthur T. Hadley 
of Yale, II. B. Hutchins of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan, George II. Denny of 
the University of Alabama. Benjamin 
I do Wheeler of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, J. G. ttchurman of Cornell and 
Edmund .J. James of the University of 
Illinois and Ur. John II. Finley, com­ 
missioner of education of New York. 


The members of the committee dis­ 
cussed informally the benefits which 
have accrued from the government’s 
military camps and urged Ihe continua­ 
tion of the work on broader lines to in­ 
crease the student enrollment. As a 
result it Is expected that the govern­ 
ment will establish more of these train­ 
ing camps next year for students and 
business men. 


The committee was formed three 
years ago at the suggestion of Major 
General W< od, who asked the heads of 
various institutions to aid in the devel­ 
opment of tne summer training camps 
of college students. 


The first camps were established in 
the summer of 1013 at Gettysburg and 
♦lit the Presidio. The course of Idljiruc­ 
tion lasted live weeks. There were U00 
students in attendance. In 1D14 camps 
were established at Burlington, Vt.: 
Asheville. N, C., and Ludington, Mich. 
The number of students attending 
jumped to 700. This year more than 
1,000 were enrolled, and an additional 
camp was opened at Plattsburg. 


MWe regard this movement as in no 
way militaristic,** said a member of 
the committee. 
“Jts object is to train 
the students of our colleges and there­ 
fore serve a useful purpose to the 
country, The education which the stu ­ 
dents receive under ollieers of the army 
is of the greatest value to them and to 
the nation, and we feel that the sum­ 
mer camps are agencies for good which 
the universities should do their utmost 
to encourage/'

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FAMOUS OLD CLOCK MESSAGES 


Invention of John Muir That Was 


a Wonder. 


Not Only Effectually Aroused Sleeper, 
aut Could Be Arranged to Start 
Flro and Deliver Books 
When Wanted, 


Tho famous clock of the late John 
Muir, tho noted naturalist and ex­ 
plorer, which not only woke him up 
in the morning, but dumped him out 
of bed; which delivered his books to 
him in regular sequence when he was 
studying and which lighted his fire in 
the morning, has just been presented 
to the Wisconsin State Historical so­ 
ciety’s museum at Madison by the 
Wisconsin 
Alumni 
Association 
of 
Northern California. 
The Milwaukee 
Journal gives the following account, 
with illustration* of that extraordinary 
clock: 


The clock was used by Muir during 
his school days at Wisconsin univer­ 
sity in the early sixties. Because of his 
desire to work, he kept late hours and 
found it hard to get up. First he tried 
tying a string to his toe and having 
the Janitor pull it at 
6 a. m. 
This 
worked until some of the students 
nearly pulled him out of bed. 
Then 
he built a clock which would do the 
work. 


He built a bed of pine boards with 
three legs, two at the head and one 
at the foot. The leg at the foot was 
in two sections and operated on an el­ 
bow. 
This elbow was held by a peg 
so that if the peg was released the 
bed would drop to an angle of 45 de­ 
grees. A strong cord, fastened to the 
peg, led to the clock; on the end of 
the cord near the clock was a largo 
stone. 
Before retiring the cord was 
attached to the clock and at five the 
clock would do its deadly work. The 
noise of John falling out of bed and 
the falling stone awakened everyone 
in the building. 


While teaching in a country scliool- 
house he used the clock to start a fire 
before he arrived at school. The clock 
upset a tube of sulphuric acid into a 
mixture of chlorate of potash and 
sugar placed under the kindling and 
wood the night before. 
Instant com­ 
bustion took place. 


He also used the clock to open and 
shut his books when he wished to

study. 
By arranging his books in a 
small car which operated on his study 
table they arranged themselves in a 
certain order and were placed before 
him at a stated time by the move­ 
ment of the clock. 


Range of Wireless Aerial Mate« 
rially Increased. 


Successful Experiments Huve Shown 
Possibilities 
That 
Have 
Given 
Great Encouragement to Those 
Undertaking Them. 


A scries of remarkably successful 
and interesting experiments were con­ 
ducted by the United States Signal 
corps at tho recent maneuvers in 
Massachusetts in maintaining a wire­ 
less aerial by means of box kites and 
thereby increasing tho efficiency of an 
ordinary field wireless outfit from 6 
to 16 times. Tho tests were conducted 
by Samuel P. Perkins, a maker and 
fVer of man-lifting kites. 


Favorable strong And steady winds, 
says the Scientific American, in re­ 
porting the experiment, enabled Mr. 
Perkins to send up a string of kites to 
an altitude of 1,600 feet. 
Messages

transmitted from the set of field wire­ 
less attached to this kite-supported 
aerial were received 150 miles away 
with distinctness, although the ordi­ 
nary range of the set was only 25 
miles. One thing that aided materially 
in obtaining this result was the fact 
that the kites Hew so steadily that the 
aerial was always maintained at a 
constant altitude. 


Quite as remarkable as the sending 
power of the wireless was its receiv­ 
ing quality. 
Messages were received 
with distinctness from the battleship 
Georgia while off Newport and from 
the government station at Arlington, 
Va„ and Bermuda. 


These experiments were but the 
first of a long series that will be con­ 
ducted, and it is the belief of those 
who are Interested in the matter ¿hat 
they will lead to a system by which 
the range of the ordinary field wire­ 
less will be materially increased. Unit­ 
ed States government and Marconi 
officials are following the experiments 
closely. 


Tremendous Waste of Energy. 


With reference to the immense loss 
in wealth occasioned by the war, 
Theodore H. Price in World’s Worifc 
says: 


“There is hardly a man who works 
up to the limit of his capacity. There 
are millions who try to do as littlo 
work as possible. The waste even in 
the most scientfically conducted in­ 
dustries is enormous, and there is an 
immense amount of energy generated 
that is not utilized at all. 


“It has been jokingly said that tho 
collective energy of the baby’s cry 
would run the railroads of New York 
state if it could be conserved, and 
when we consider that only 15 per 
cent of the energy of coal is utilized, 
that the unharnessed water power of 
the United States represents millions 
of horse power going to waste, and 
that probably less than 5 per cent of 
the available human energy in tho 
world is productively employed, we 
must admit that a very slight in­ 
crease in industry or efficiency will 
recover an enormous loss of wealth/' 


Material for Briquettes, 


Peat and chalk are being extensive* 
ly used, it is reported, for briquetting 
in Canada. 
The peat is mixed with 
coal [)reeze and then pressed into 
briquettes. 
Such a fuel has been 
found efficient and economical. Chalk, 
also, of which there are large de­ 
posits in Canada, can be pulverized 
and then combined with a certain 
percentage of breeze and solidified 
tar, the mixture being compressed into 
small briquettes or pebbles about the 
size of an egg. 
Tho briquettes burn 
with perfect satisfaction. 
The fuel 
has the advantage of being smokeless, 
has a high calorific value and burns 
freely.

GATES TO BLACK SEA 


IMPORTANT POINTS WHICH AttE 
MAKING HISTORY 1 ODAV, 


May Again Determine the Future of 
Europe, as They Have Done in 
Gigantic Conflicts of 
the Past. 


With the northwestern battle thea­ 
ter of tho Turks proclaimed by tho war 
prophets as that where tho deciding 
master strokes in this most titanliko 
of all struggles aro to bo delivered, a 
B k e tc h ot this remarkable region’s past 
prepared by Harry Griswold Dwight 
for the National Geographic society is 
3f more than usual interest. Hero tho 
West won its self-confidence, and this 
confidence has borno fruits with splen­ 
did richness for longer than 2,0o0 
years. Hero tho course of civilization 
has been changed and modified sev­ 
eral times, and hero again today the 
attention of tho world is fixed in tho 
belief that the future of Europo will 
once more be determined by events 
about to transpire. In tho bulletin is­ 
sued hy tho National Geographic so­ 
ciety Mr. Dwight tells about Tho Gates 
to tho Black Sea. 


“There is something alluring in 
the very shapo and position of theso 
Ihkes—tho Black sea and tho Sea of 
Marmora—separating as they do the 
two most historic continents of our 
globe and communicating with each 
other and with the outer seas by 
openings that seem miraculous. And 
those landlocked waters have been 
from earliest times, as they happen 
again to be today, the theater of epic 
events. 
For us of tho West no 
legends are older than those ot Zeus 
and Io, of Phryxus and Helle, of tho 
Trojan war, of Jason and the Argo, 
which commemorate the earliest voy­ 
ages into the Groat Lakes of tho Lo- 
vant. 


"Of the two, the Marmora—the Pro­ 
pontis, if you prefer to be classical— 
is by far the smaller. Not much more 
than 100 miles long and some 40 miles 
across at its broadest part, it is about 
tho same size as Lake Champlain. Tho 
Marmora has much of the softness of 
air, vividness of color and beauty of 
scenery that we associate with tho 
Aegean and Ionian seas. 
Thread the 
narrow slit of the Bosporus, however, 
and you pass into an entirely different 
world—sterner, barer, rockier, colder. 


“If the Marmora may be compared 
to Lake Champlain, the Black sea is 
about four times tho size of our great­ 
est lake. Lake Superior is 412 miles 
long by 167 wide, while the Black sea 
has a length of 750 miles and a breadth 
of 385. That there is something dark 
and unfriendly about it is more than 
a legend. 


“At the moment at which I write 
the fleets of France and England are 
hammering at the historic gateway. 
Thus the question of the Black sea, 
which is the ancient question of the 
straits, is posed anew, more dramati­ 
cally than ever before. 
Is it for a 
final solution? 
No solution can be 
% 


found,” the writer concludes, “which 
will give any one nation an absolute 
right of control over the Bosporus 
and the Dardanelles.” 


Zeppelin Bombs. 


There are many different kinds of 
bombs dropped from Zeppelins and 
aircraft. 
They are divided into two 
main classes—explosive and incen­ 
diary bombs. The explosive ones are 
divided again into those dropped with 
no initial velocity, and those propelled 
with high initial velocity in somewhat 
the same way as a bullet is propelled 
from a gun. The first kind of explo­ 
sive bomb is more used than the sec­ 
ond, and explodes upon hitting tho 
ground. 
In an article on the “Zeppe­ 
lin Question,“ by Mr. Prade, published 
in translation in tho Scientific Ameri­ 
can for April 3, 3 915, it is stated that 
nowhere 
have 
bombs 
been 
found 
weighing more than 49 
kilos 
(108 
pounds). “This was tho weight,” says 
Mr. Prade, “of the bomb found intact 
at Yarmouth. 
. . . Large naval di­ 
rigibles which appeared over the Eng­ 
lish coast certainly had not 3,000 kilos 
(2,204 pounds) of explosives on board, 
which is proved by tho fact that they 
did not throw that number, as they 
would hardly have returned with any 
unthrown.” 
From this Mr. Prade 
proves that the bombs do not weigh 
more than 50 kilos at most, and that 
each Zeppelin carried at the most 20 
bombs.

Be- 
ing particularly fond of them he inci- 
dentally, though without "intention, 
carries the seeds to tree branches 
where they promptly fasten, them- 
selves and sprout. In this way the 
parasitic plant is widely propagated 
in Texas, which is .the principal wta- 
ter resort of the mockers. 


The canvasback duck breeds in the 


far North, from Minnesota to the 
Arctic circle, in the interior. But the 
call of Christmas turns it southward, 
and it spends the holidays along the 
southern Atlantic coast, from the 
Chesapeake to Cuba. It feeds on vari- 
ous aquatic plants, but the piece de 
resistance of its Christmas dinners IB 
wild celery—a succulent, water veg- 
etable which gives to its flesh a flavor 
highly appreciated by the epicure. 


The wild Canada goose goes all the 


way to Mexico in winter, spending 
Christmas among the lakes in that 
far southern latitude, where "nutritions 
grasses and water plants are plentiful.

Have you remembered how these days 
before Christmas are the wonderful 
days in the life of the child, more 
wonderful days, perhaps, than any 
Chat are to come? 


you know that yourself. 
You can’t 
help recalling how time went fty those 
days before the great day. 
You re­ 
member how each day seemed some­ 
how more wonderful than the one be­ 
fore, each day a prelude of real joy 
to that first marvelous moment of 
Christmas morning, when, after a 
niglit of little if any sleep, you scram­ 
bled up and stood breathless on the 
threshold of the room which had been 
forbidden you all those interminable 
hours that went before.

But the 
call of Christmas turns it southward, 
and it spends the holidays along the 
southern Atlantic coast, from the 
Chesapeake to Cuba. It feeds on vari­ 
ous aquatic plants, but tho piece de 
resistance of its Christmas dinners is 
wild celery—a succulent, water veg­ 
etable which gives to its flesh a flavor 
highly appreciated by the epicure. 


The wild Canada goose goes all the 
way to Mexico in winter, spending 
Christmas among the lakes in that 
far southern latitude, where nutritious 
grasses and water plants are plentiful.

Conclusive 
Evidence That Ancient 


Surgeons Were Familiar 
With 


Methods of Alleviating Pain. 


Those who imagine that surgicr' 


knowledge began with later genera- 
tions, and that 
the discovery of 


chloroform, revolutionized the science, 
should read an article recently pub- 
lished by Dr. J. de Fenton in the South 
African Journal of Science. 


Various anesthetizing media and 


methods were well known both tn 
antiquity and during the Middle Ages. 
Homer mentions the anesthetic 
ef- 


tects of nepenthe: Herodotus states 
that the Scythians obtained similar 
effects troni the vapors ot hemp, pro 
duced by throwing hemp seed on hot 
stones. 
A Chinese paysician ot the 


third century J3. C. gave his patients 
a preparation of hemp to make them 
insensible during surgical operations. 


The most important anesthetic of 


ancient and medieval times was, how- 
ever, wine of mandragora, the use of 
which mentioned by a great number 
of early writers, and is referred to 
by Shakespeare. 
More recently, in 


the year 1760. the German surgeon 
Weiss, better known as Albinus. am- 
putated the foot of Augustus 111, king 
of Poland, while under the influence 
of mandragora. 


Two other anesthetizing agencies 


were employed in very early times, 
viz., arterial compression and hyp 
notism. 


it is said that the ancient Assyr- 


ians produced a lethargic state by 
compression of the carotid artery be 
fore periorming the operation of cir- 
cumcision.

WHOLESOME DISHES.

Salmon 
Loaf. — To a 


can of salmon carefully 
flaked and all bones and 
skin removed, add a ta- 
biespoonful 
of 
lemon 


juice, three-fourths of a 
cupful of bread crumbs, 


three beaten eggs, a tabiespoonful of 
chopped parsley, a third of a cupful 
of milk, a tabiespoonful, of butter, 
melted; mix well and pack in a mold, 
sprinkle with crumbs, add salt and 
pepper to season and bake 30 minutes. 
Serve hot. 


Potato Cake. — This cake is a great 


favorite because of its keeping quali- 
ties. Cream a cupful of butter, add 
two cupfuls of sugar, and the yolks 
of four eggs, well beaten; then add a 
cupful of cold mashed potato, beat 
well; then add a half cupful of 
milk, two cupfuls of flour, sifted, with 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
two teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, one 
and a half teaspoonfuls of cloves, a 
half cupful of grated chocolate: mix 
well, then add two cupfuls of broken 
walnut meats, a teaspoonful of vanilla; 
then fold in the beaten whites, add a 
pinch of salt and bake in a shallow 
pan for 50 minutes. 


Boston Brown Bread. — Mix. three- 


fourths of a cupful each of cornmeal, 
^i-aham and wheat flour, a teaspoon- 
ful and a half of salt, a tabiespoonful 
of soda; mix all together and then 
add a cupful of buttermilk, a cupful 
of molasses and then another, cupful 
of sour or buttermilk. This makes 
two loaves, steam for eight hours. The 
long steaming adds flavor as well as 
richness of color. 


Sweet Potato and Oyster Croquettes. 


— To two cupfuls of mashed sweet po- 
tato add one cupful of oysters, cut 
in pieces; one cupful of sweet milk. 
Stir in two well beaten eggs, one tea- 
spoonful of sugar, one-half teaspocn- 
ful of salt, a dash of cayenne. Form 
into balls, roll in beaten egg, ttea 
crumbs and fry in deep fat.

KNEW USE OF ANESTHETICS 


Conclusive 
Evidence That 
Ancient 
Surgeons 
Were 
FamiSiar 
With 
Methods of Alleviating Pain. 


Those who Imagine that surgicr* 
knowledge began with later genera­ 
tions, and 
that 
the discovery 
of 
chloroform, revolutionized the science, 
should read an article recently pub­ 
lished by Dr. J. de Fenton in the South 
African Journal of Science. 


Various anesthetizing media and 
methods were well known both in 
antiquity and during the Middle Ages. 
Homer mentions the anesthetic ef­ 
fects of nepenthe; Herodotus states 
that the Scythians obtained similar 
effects from the vapors of hemp, pro­ 
duced by throwing hemp seed on hot 
stones, 
A Chinese physician of the 
third century JJ. C. gave his patients 
a preparation of hemp to make them 
insensible during surgical operations. 


The most important anesthetic of 
ancient and medieval times was, how­ 
ever, wine of mandragora, the use of 
which mentioned by a great number 
of early writers, and is referred to 
by Shakespeare. 
More recently, in 
the year 1760, tho German surgeon 
Weiss, better known as Aiblnus, am­ 
putated the loot of Augustus Hi, king 
of Poland, whiio under the influence 
of mandragora.

aro dainty dishea yhich 
may bo prepared vwith 
but littlo 
troubled all 
through 
tho 
winter 
months.

berries 
which havo boon put up 
without cooking, simply 
mixing with sugar after 
crushing, will be*'just 
tho thing for those dishes. 


Farina With Fruit.—Put a quart of 
milk on to heat, when boiling add a 
cupful of farina, stirring until perfect­ 
ly smooth. 
Cook until well done, cool, 
add two beaten eggs, a half cupful of 
sugar, the grated rind of half a lemon, 
a tcaspoonful of lemon juico and a 
fourth of a cupful of chopped almonds. 
Pour into a buttored pudding dish and 
bako until slightly brown. 
Servo hot 
or cold with currants, put up with­ 
out cooking. 


Cornstarch pudding and Blackber­ 
ries.—Tako a tablespoonful and a'half 
of cornstarch, add a half cupfdl of 
su*ar and mix well, then stir in three 
cupfuls of rich milk, cook until w ell 
dono, add a beaten egg and pour into 
molds. 
Servo with sugar, creani and 
blackberries, put up uncooked. 


Peach Pudding.—Mix together a cup­ 
ful of flour, half a cupful of nut meats, 
a pinch of salt, two cupfuls of bread 
crumbs, then add three beaten eggs, 
two tablespoonfuls of lemon juice, a 
cupful of sugar and two cupfuls of 
peaches. 
Pour 
into 
well-buttered 
molds and steam two hours. 
Servo 
with cream. 


Fifteen-Minute 
Pudding.—Take 
a 
cupful of sifted flour, a teaspoonful of 
baking powder, a half teaspoonful of 
salt and a half cupful of milk. Thia 
Is usually enough, though it may be 
necessary to auu a little more milk. 
Beat well and drop into buttered cups, 
a tablespoonful to each cup, then 
add 
a 
teaspoonful 
of 
sweetened, 
crushed fruit, juice and all (cherries 
are especially good), then another 
spoonful of the pudding mixture, and 
set tho cups into a pan of boiling wa­ 
ter; cover closely and let them cook 
for 15 minutes. 
Then serve with 
sugar and cream.

WHOLESOME DISHES. 


The following dishes are favorites 
and among them you may find tho re­ 
cipe for which you hay© 
been searching. 


Salmon 
Loaf.—To 
a 
can of salmon carefully 
flaked and all bones and 
skin removed, add a ta 
rg&r blespoonful 
of 
lemon 
$ 
juice, three-fourths of a 
cupful of bread crumbs, 
three beaten eggs, a tabjespoonful of 
chopped parsley, a third of a cupful 
of milk, a tablespoonful, of butter, 
molted; mix well and pack in a mold, 
sprinkle with crumbs, add salt and 
pepper to season and bake 30 minutes 
Servo hot. 


Potato Cake.—This cake is a great 
favorite because of its keeping quail 
ties. 
Crearn a cupful of butter, add 
two cupfuls of sugar, and the yolks 
of four eggs, well beaten; then add a 
cupful of cold mashed potato, beat 
well; 
then add a half cupful of 
milk, two cupfuls of flour, sifted, with 
two teaspoonfuis of baking powder, 
two teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, one 
and a half teaspoonfuls of clpves, a 
half cupful of grated chocolate; mix 
well, then add two cupfuls of broken 
walnut meats, a teaspoonful of vanilla; 
then fold in the beaten whites, aud a 
pinch of salt and bake in a Shallow 
pan for 50 minutes. 


Boston Brown Bread,—Mix, three- 
fourths of a cupful each of cornmeal. 
graham and wheat flour, a teaspoon­ 
ful and a half of salt, a tablespoonful 
of soda; mix all together and then 
add a cupful of buttermilk, a cupful 
of molasses and then another cupful 
of sour or buttermilk. 
This makes 
two loaves, steam for sight hours. Tho 
long steaming adds flavor as well an 
rjcjhnoss of color. 


Sweet Potato and Oyster Croquettes, 
—To two cupfuls of mashed sweet po­ 
tato add one cupful of oysters, cut 
in pieces; one cupful of sweet piilk. 
Stir in two well beaten eggs, one tea 
spoonful of sugar, one-half teaapnon- 
ful of salt, a dash of cayenne. Form 
into balls, roll in beaten egg, thea 
crumbs and fry in deep fat.
